Argo Recommends Dipping 


Into MP School Site Funds

As present enrollment at Sequoia 
High School requires 20 more class- 
rooms, Supt.

Monday morning he 
told the Recorder that he thinks 
a small amount should be taken 
from the fund immediately for cur- 
rent expenses. 

‘The money could be used, he said, 
if the high school board is reason- 
ably sure of acquiring the alternate 
at, Dibble Hospital for a Menlo Park 
high school. It has an application 
before War Assets Administration 
now for 10 acres along Middlefield 
road. Argo sai dthe board has “high 
hopes” of obtaining the property, 
und is “using every means possible” 
to expediate the process. 

Trustees Disapprove 

At the meeting Friday night, 
trustees disapproved the idea of 
tapping the Donohoe fund on the 
grounds that it was poor business 
policy and the board would be left 
out on a limb in case efforts to ac- 
quire the Dibble property should 
fail. 

However, trustees approved ex- 
penditures that reduced the dist- 
rict’s unbudgeted reserve to a deficit 
of $12 with the fiscal year only three 
months along. 

‘Then Trustee Merritt Hosmer sug- 
gested, since Argo wanted to spend 
the $62,000 set aside for purchase 
of the Donohoe tract, it might be 
wise to use it for construction of 
additional classrooms with the pro- 
posed shop building at Sequoia. 

Argo said he was preparing a re- 
port on the building program and 
would present it at the next board 
meeting. 

Would Cost $800,000 

Earlier he had said, however, that 
20 additional classrooms are need-

County Sales Tax 
Would Affect MD 


A sales tax for Menlo Park and 
the rest of San Mateo County was 
proposed this week by Alvin S. 
Hatch, chairman of the Board of 
Supervisors. 

Hatch, who got the idea at a meet- 
ing of supervisors in Santa Barbara, 
said it was worth considering. He 
pointed out that without such a 
tax, the burden of financing city 
and county government falls too 
heavily on owners of real property. 

His suggestion was for the county 
to collect the tax and then distribute 
to each city its share according ot 
its sales. The county would keep 
taxes collected in unincorporated 
areas. 


Half of one per cent was men- 
tioned as a possible base rate. 
Hatch figured this would cost each 
citizen an average ‘of $4.41 a year 
and would raise as much as $750,000 
in annual taxes. 

Hatch pointed out that a county- 
wide tax would eliminate friction 
caused by one city charging a sales 
tax and another one omitting the 
tax in a bid for increased business.

He 
had remarked he was_ spending 
enough at bars to pay for a house, 
and said he was going to divert his 
money to the more worthwhile 
cause. 

The younger McNaughton was an 
army medical corps veteran who 
served in Africa, was wounded in 
italy when a truck turned over, and 
was a patient at Dibble General 
Hospital. He wore a scar on his head 
as a result of his accident in Italy, 
and his father offered the opinion 
that the old wound had caused a 
dazed condition this week, leading 
to the accident that resulted in his 
death.

McNaughton, who was unmarried, 
was a dredge worker at the Port- 
land Cement Co., in Redwood City. 
He and his father have lived in 
Menlo Park for 10 years.

ANOTHER OPPORTUNITY 
TO SHOP AT HOME 


A practical sign of Menlo Park’s new “lease on life” is 
the decision of its progressive merchants to remain open one 
night a week. The cry that “it has been tried before’’ can 
have no present weight, and the few who discount the value 
of this venture will no doubt be among the first to acknowledge 
its timely advantages. 

The idea back of this movement of Menlo’s merchants is 
to serve the residents of our city—to make it convenient for 
them to shop at home. 

We have an army of commuters in our town. These men 
and women will be most happy to make purchases in Menlo 
that they now must carry with them from San Francisco. They 
will appreciate having our shops open on Friday nights. 

We have a community of families, many of them young 
people with small children. Often mothers in these families 

_are unable during the day to do the leisurely shopping they 
would enjoy, but with daddy at home with the kiddies mother 
could browse around with some satisfaction in the local stores. 

There are other situations important to family shoppers. 
Husbands and wives often wish to shop together, especially 
before Christmas. Having our stores open on Friday nights 
will enable them to arrange to do their shopping together 
here, near their homes, rather than in a neighboring city. 

We have a great number of men and women who are 
locally employed. Any one of them will admit that shopping 
at the noon hour is a rush affair—all right for the staples, but 
not at all satisfactory for buying articles that call for con- 
sideration. These people will plan to shop on Friday nights. 

Being open one evening is not an untried venture in pros- 
perous communities. On our own Peninsula it has already 
proved highly successful in San Carlos and now Redwood City, 
Palo Alto and Mayfield are adopting the plan. 

In Menlo Park one need only observe the evening: crowds 
in some of our food stores, news stands and drug stores to 
realize how convenient it is for many persons to do their shop- 
ping after six. 


WHY CROWD SEQUOIA 
WITH MENLO PARK PUPILS 


Increasing population has pushed the enrollment of Se- 
quoia High School to the 2,350 mark. These 2,350 students 
are shoe-horned into classrooms meant to hold 1,600. 

Supt. A. C. Argo suggests building 20 more classrooms and 
other facilities at Redwood City in order to take care of the 
extra 750 students. 

Isn’t this a move in the wrong direction? Isn‘t it about 
time the emphasis were put on building the long-promised new 
plants at Menlo Park and San Carlos? 

Ravenswood, Menlo Park and Las Lomitas School Dist- 
ricts could supply a Menlo Park High School with between 600 
and 700 students right now. Even without the expected in- 
crease in population children now in kindergarten would form 
a freshman class in 1956 of 330, or a four-year high school 
with an enrollment of 1,320. s 

By comparison, Palo Alto High School, with a reputation as 
a good school, has an enrollment of 830. 

Why should pupils from East Palo Alto and the Menlo 
Park area travel 10 to 20 miles a day (and farther by school 
bus route) when there are plenty of them to form a first-class 
high school at home? 

There are advantages to large schools, such as specializa- 
tion by teachers and wider curriculum opportunities, but there 
also are disadvantages, such as impersonal relations between 
teachers and students and loss of opportunity for students to 
take part in school government, sports, and other personality- 
building activities. 

Argo, in proposing the latest addition to the Redwood City 
school, added that a bond issue similiar to the one voted down 
last year, probably would be necessary. 

A new bond issue stands a strong chance of meeting the 
same fate, as long as Menlo Park and San Carlos voters have 
a voice, unless it provides for more high schools in this big 
district.

We are now at the end of state 
aid’ for local government unless we 
are willing to permit state control 
of local affairs. What was obtained 
from the Legislature at the last ses- 
sion was just and fair, but from now 
on cities must stand on their own 
feet. 

More than ever city officials must 
watch the general fund of the 
ccunty. There is an ever growing 
disposition for counties to provide 
more and more services for peoplé 
in the unincorporated areas at the 
expense of the city taxpayer. City 
property owners pay most of the 
taxes received by counties, but a 
considerable part of county expend- 
itures is made for the exclusive ben- 
efit of the unincorporated areas. 
Cities must be alert to protect the 
interests of their people against this 
unfair situation.
